Enthusiasm rose to fever pitch 
when it was learned that the trans- 
ports and convoy had successfully 
passed the submarine zone. The 
port was speedily beflagged in honor 
of the occasion. 

All the troops now arrived were 
transferred today to a camp not far 
distant from this point, where Maj.- 
Gen. William L. Sibert is installed. 
Thence they probably will go soon to 
a point near the front. All the 
troops are in excellent shape, en- 
thusiastic over the successful trip 
and their reception, and eager for 
action. 

Maj.-Gen. Pershing, the American 
commander, is expected tomorrow. 

The harbor is dotted with con- 
voys. The streets are filled with 
soldiers in khaki and with blue- 
jackets. Great numbers of trucks 
are transporting immense supplies 
te the camp in which the troops are 
concentrating. 

NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 
(SY A FP. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The 
advance guard of the mighty army 
the United States is preparing to 
send against Germany is on French 
soll tonight. In deflance of the 
German submarines, thousands of 
seasoned regulars and marines, 
trained fighting men with the tan 
of long service on the Mexican bor- 
der or in Haiti or Sante Domingo 
still on their faces have been has- 
tened overseas to fight beside the 
French, the British, the Belgian, the 
Russian, the Portuguese, and the 
Italian troops on the western front. 

News of the safe arrival of the 
troops sent a new thrill through 
Washington. No formal announce- 
ment came from the War Depart- 
ment. None will come probably un- 
til Maj.-Gen. Pershing’s official re- 
port has been received. Then there 
may be a statement as to the num- 
bers and composition of the advance 


Press dispatches from France, 
presumably sent forward with the 
approval of Gen. Pershing’s staff, 
show that Maj.-Gen. Sibert, one of 
the new majors-genera! of the army, 
has been given command of the 
first force sent abroad, under Gen. 
Pershing as commander in chief of 
the expedition, 

SETS NEW RECORD. 


One thing stands out sharply, de- 
spite the fact that the size of the 
task that has been accomplished is 
not fully revealed as yet. This is, 
that American enterprise has set a 
new record for the transportation of 
troops. 

Considering the distance to be 
covered and the fact that all prepa- 
rations had to be made after the or- 
der came from the White House the 
night of May 18, it is practically 
certain that never before has a mit- 
tary expedition of this size been as- 
sembied, conveyed and landed with- 
out mishap in so short a time by 
any nation. It is a good augury of 
future achievements. The only rival 
in magnitude ts the movement of 
British troops to South Africa in the 
Boer war, and that was made over 
seas that were unhampered by sub- 
marines, mines or other obstacles. 

The American forces will be a 
ret gain to the Allies. It will throw 
no single burden of supply or equip- 
ment upon them. The troops will 
be fed, clothed, armed and equipped 
by the United States. Around them 
at the camp on French soil tonight 
are being stored supplies that will 
keep them going for months, and 
more will follow. 

PERSHING IS BUSY. 

Gen. Pershing and his staff have 
been busy for days preparing for 
the arrival of the men. Despite the 
enormous difficulties of unprepare.- 
ness and submarine dangers that 
faced them, the plans of the Army 
General Staff have gone through 
with clocklike precision. 

When the or came to prepare 
immediately an expeditionary force 
to go to France, virtually all of the 
men now across the seas were on 
the Mexican border. Gen. Pershing 
himself was at his headquarters in 
San Antonio. There were no army 
transports available in the Atlantic.

The finding 
in part follows: 

“Deceased died at the New Haven 
Hospital on June 18, 1917. The opin- 
jon of said medical examiner, upon 
the conclusion of the autopsy, was 
that said death was due to arsenic 
poisoning. 

“I find said medicines prescribed 
for said deceased before his removal 
to the hospital were administered to 
him by his wife and that ail meals 
taken by him were prepared by and 
given to him by her. I find said 
physicians who were in attendance 
and who were consulted by said de- 
ceased before his removal to 
hospital did not prescribe any medi- 
eines which contained arsenic for 
said deceased. 

“I find during the married life of 
deceased his wife became jealous of 
him and that they had frequent 
quarrels.”

APAN GREETS OUR 
ENTRY INTO WAR. 


(BY PACIFIC CABLE AND A P.) 

TOKIO, June 27.—Viscount Ichiro 
Motono, Foreign Minister, in an ad- 
dress to the Diet, yesterday, ex- 
pressed the conviction that the en- 
trance of the United States in the 
war with unshakeable determina- 
tion to defeat Germany by employ- 
ing all her force, would greatly con- 
tribute to the realization of the goal 
sought by all Entente Allies. He 
rejoiced that Japan and the United 
States are now closely collaborating 
against common enemies. Their 
cordial relations have an increasing 
tendency further to become 
cemented in mutually and sincerely 
uniting all efforts. 

“We cannot foresee.” said Vis- 
count Motono, “when the end of the 
struggle which has ravag the 
world for three years will come and 
I do not believe all difficulties will 
be finished with this war. I can 
even affirm that the greatest difficul- 
ties will begin with the end of the 
war. Then we will need all our 
force and all our energy to establish 
a durable peace in the world and 
defend our rights and interests.” 

Viscount Motono did not refer to 
the recent American note to China, 
but he dealt with China's attitude 
toward the war, which for Japan 
“possessed very great importance.” 
China, continued the Foreign Min- 
ister, had requested Japan's advice 
regarding America’s invitation that 
she break relations with Germany, 
and Japan had counseled China te 
accept the invitation in China's own 
interest. Judged from the Japanese 
standpoint, the step was desirable, 
he added, because it was incontesta- 
ble that Germany was pursuing dan- 
gerous machinations against Japan 
and her allies. 

Viscount Motono tted that 
internal dissension prevented 
China's formally entering the war, 
but he hoped she would decide for 
war and thus remove the German 
danger to peace in the Far East, 
ally herself with the defense of the 
rights of humanity and 
world’s sympathy. 

Referring to Russia, Viscount 
Motono said Japan desired increas- 
ingly friendly relations with Russia 
and was convinced the relations be- 
tween the two nations would so be- 


come. 

Premier Terauchi in his address 
emphasized Japan's sincere gratifi- 
cation of America’s entry into the 
war and voiced his regret that the 
settlement of the factional troubles 
in China had not been effected. 
Japan, he said, was closely watching 
events in China, with which nation 
Ja ‘s relations were and 
in ate.

HIS TESTIMONY 
TS DIFFERENT. 


Musician Says Mrs. Mooney is 
Woman He Saw. 


Defense Charges that Witness 
Was Threatened. 


But He Declares Grand Jury 
Wasn't Mentioned. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—The 
defense in the murder trial of Mrs. 
Rena Mooney, charged in court to- 
day that a witness for the prosecu- 
tien had been threatefied with in- 
dictment if he did not change his 
testimony. 

The witness, G. De Lorenzo, a mu- 
elan, yesterday could not identify 
Mrs. Mooney as the woman he had 
seen on the roof of a building just 
after the preparedness parade ex- 
plosion here last July, which caused 
the death of ten persons. Today De 
Lorenzo identified Mrs. Mooney from 
a photograph as the woman he had 
seen, and said he had heard her re- 
mark as she looked at the marchers, 
“What an awful mess a machine 
gun would make.” 

On cross-examination by A 
Edward V. McKenzie for the de- 
tense, it was brought out that early 
in the day De Lorenzo had been in 
the District Attorney's office with 
Detective Draper Hand. 

“In discussing your testimony of 
yesterday did Detective Hand men- 
tion a of the grand jury to- 
night?” asked McKensie. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Louis Ferrari ob- 
jected to the question and before Su- 
perior Judge Emmet Seawell ruhe 
on the objection McKenzie declared, 
“we'll show it was on a threat of 
indictment that this witness changed 
his testimony.” 

“The grand jury was not men- 
tioned,” said De Lorenzo, when di- 
rected to answer the question. 1 
was so excited yesterday I couldn't 
remember what I said.” 

De Lorenzo said the woman he 
identified as Mrs. Mooney was talk- 
ing to her husband, Thomas J. 
Mooney, under sentence of death for 
one of the bomb murders. 

After Ferrari had submitted -for 
identification many letters purported 
to have been taken from the office 
of the Blast, an alleged anarchistic 
publication, in a raid by the police, 
Maxwell McNutt, attorney for tht 
defense, protested against the fur- 
ther submission of the letters, say- 
ing they were foreign to the case. 

DISAGREEMENT.

Mrs. Mooney with an alleged eanar- 
chistic conepiracy, which is 
claimed culminated in the bomb ex- 
plosion,” said Mr. McNutt. 1 have 
waited for this alleged conspiracy 
evidence to be laid at Mrs. Mooney’ 
door, but up to date there has been 
no counection.

— That the 
State of Washington will become 
dryer than the Sahara Desert after 
July 1, was the ruling today of 
United States District Attorney Clay 
Allen. No more liquor permits will 
be issued after midnight next Sat- 
urday, according to announcement 
today, and as a result there is 4 
great rush for permits. 

That the State will go dry July 1, 
regardless of the success or failure 
of the petition for a referendum of 
the State “bone dry” law, filed early 
this month and now being officially 
checked as to the sufficiency of sig- 
natures by the Secretary of State, 
was Allen's ruling. 

The Reed amendment to the pos- 
al laws, prohibiting the shipment in 
interstate commerce of intoxicating 
liquor for beverage purposes into 
States where the manufacture or 
sale is against the law, and which 
becomes effective July 1, will apply 
in Washington Allen ruled. 

When told of the Federal attor- 
ney’s ruling, County Auditor Noman 
Wardall said that the liquor permit 
bureau at the county-city building 
would close Saturday night. The 
Auditor said he also had been ad- 
vised by Prosecuting Attorney A. H. 
Lundin that the Reed amendment 
would make this State “bone dry” 
July 1, and that the bureau should 
cease issuing permits by that date.

OTHER ACTIVITIES, 

There were qa thousand other ac- 
tivities afoot in the department at 
the time. All the business of pre- 
paring the military registration of 
10,000,000 men, of providing quar-

TO HANDLE THE MAIL. 


Elaborate preparations have heen 
made by the government for han- 
diing of the great volume of mail 
that will pass between the troops of 
America’s expeditionary forces and 
home. Postmaster-General Burie- 
son announced tonight the appoint- 
ment of Marcus H. Bunn of tire de- 
partment force here as United States 
Army postal agent in Europe. 

Rates on army mall to and from 
France have been reduced by the 
department so that the cost is the 
same as for mall between points in 
this country. Branch and mobile 
postoffices will be established in the 
field for the delivery and receipt of 
mail, the sale of stamps and the 
issuance of money orders. 

United States postage stamps alone 
will be valid for the prepayment of 
postage on mail for the troops All 
letters should be addressed to the 
division. regiment, company and or- 
ganization to which the addressee 
belongs, but designation of the lo- 
cation of the unit will not be per- 
mitted. 

HOW REGIMENT LEFT.

“Whereas, $165,000 is needed to 
meet the government requirements 
lin obtaining a cantonment for Los 
Angeles, and it appearing that the

city is prepared to put up $50,000, 
and the Board of Supervisors is 
willing to undertake to do the same, 
therefore, be it resolved, that the 
balance of the $165,000, or $€5,000, 
be guaranteed by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, and that 
such other steps which may be nec- 
essary to complete this work be left 
with the president, L. D. Sale. with 
power to act.” 

This resolution was incorporated 
in the messages which were sent to 
Maj.-Gen. Liggett last evening. It is 
anticipated that his recommenda- 
tions regarding the selection of a 
eantonment site will be sent on to 
Washington within a very short 
time, and that action by the War 
Department will follow soon there- 


er. 

In addition to this guarantee of 
funds required for the rental of the

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SPIAT IN THE SOCIALIAST PARTY. 
Patriotism and Socialism have clashed 
since the United States has become an 
active participant in the fight of democracy 
against despotism. For the first time So- 
cialist ideals have been put to a practical 
test; and the result is that a number of 
men who bave been known as the brains 
of the Socialist movement have left that 
party. The organization is split in twain 
and, in the words of John Spargo, former 
member of the National Executive Commit- 
tee of the American Socialist organization: 
“Here in America the Socialist party is 
doomed. The very word has acquired a 
hatefu! significance for many thousands of 
Americans who are Socialists and interna- 
tionalists, and neigher sentimental pacifists 
nor apologists for German militarism.” 
When the United States formally entered 
the war Mr Sparco was one of the five 
members of the Socialist National Execu- 
tive Committee. At the St. Louls confer- 
ence he urged that the Socialists of the 
United States give loyal support to Presi- 
dent Wilson. For this he was scornfuily 
dubbed a “patriot Socialist” and was in- 
formed that his resignation would be in 
order. “When it came to a question of 
giving up my patriotism or my Socialism.” 
says Spargo, I chose to withdraw from the 
Socialist party and give my support to the 
government of the United States in this 
great war.” 
This withdrawal of Spargo in order that 
he might support the Federal government 


came to the majority of Socialists in the | 


United States like lightning from a clear 
sky. They had been supporting Socialist 
candidates for a number of years, but were 
not aware that in doing so they were for- 
swearing their patriotic allegiance to the 
United States. They supposed that a good 
Socialist could be an equally good patriot; 
but now they find they have come to the 
parting of the ways. 

Charles Edward Russell was expelled 
from the Socialist party because he accept- 
ed a place on the United States Commission 
to Russia. The Socialist National Execu- 
tive Committee had declared against the 


war and Russell's action was held to de 


treason to his party, a much more serious 
offense in Socialist eyes than treason to his 
country. Dr. Max Goldfarb is now in Stock- 
holm, claiming to represent,the American 
Socialist party. He has given formal assur- 
ance to the assembled delegates that, “al- 
though the United States is already in the 
war, the position-of the American Socialist 


party as a whole is strictly neutral and 


thoroughly international. 

Many were bewildered when the an- 
hnogncement was made two weeks ago that 
the State Department had declined to is- 
sue passports to Victor L. Berger. Morris 
Hiliguit and Algernon Lee to attend the 
international Socialist conference at Stock- 
holm as representatives of the American 
Socialist party. It was not generally un- 
derstood that the Socialist National Execu- 
tive Committee had condemned the action 
of the United States in entering the war 
and that these delegates ,would convey the 
impression to German and Russian Social- 
ists that the war movement was unpopular 
in the United States. Neither has it been 
generally known that the St. Louis Socialist 
convention passed resolutions that conscrip- 
tion should be met with “mass action.” 

Commenting on the action of the State 
Department in refusing these passports, W. 
J. Ghent of Los Angeles, secretary of the 
Platform Committee of the National Social 
ist Convention in 1912, says: 


I wish that the record of the Amer- 
ican party majority had been something 
else—almost anything else—than what 
it has been. For more than twelve 
years | have been a member of the 
American party and have taken some 
share in its activities. But the majority 
has proved disloyal to the cause of de- 
mocracy and civilization, and to me, as 
well as many others of the minority, 
there is a gratification in the know!l- 
edge that the government has denied 
it an opportunity of aggravating its of- 
fenses. Its disloyalty to the nation of 
which it is a part is matched by its dis- 
lovalty to internationalism and world- 
wide humanity. 


something that is outside of and superior 
to national government. When any im- 


portant question is raised the Socialists of 


all nations are supposed to meet in inter- 
national conference and decide what shall 
be done about it. The action of this confer- 
ence must be binding. Patriotiem is love 
of country: it means that there fs no alle 
giance higher than that to the nation of 
which one is a citizen: it is the very an- 
tithesia of Socialism. The Socialists them- 
selves assert without reserve that no one 
ean be both patriot and Socialist; they say 
that would mean serving two masters. This 
single declaration would seem to be enough 


to damn the very name Socialist in America 


for all time. No country in the world is 
‘more patriotic than the United States— 
which means that, at heart, none is less 
Socialistic. 

But it is Hot in the United States alone 
that the Socialist party is on the rocks. In 
1914 the French Socialist party was stronger 
entrenched in the government than that of 
any other nation. A number of its mem- 
bers held Cabinet positions. Jean Jaures, 
Cabinet member, was the leader of the 
French Internationalists: Me tried to keep 
France from going to the ald of Russia; be 
was for “peace at any price.” But patriot- 


lem proved stronger than internationalism: 


his own followers turned against him in the 
French Chamber of Deputies, and on the 
same day that the German hordes invaded 
the free province of Luxemberg Jaures was 
slain by infuriated French patriots. That 
was the last of Socialist internationalism 


The German Socialist party passed 


their allegiance to internationalism. 

German imperialism huried its defiance in 

the face of a startled world by invading 

the neutral soll of Belgium the question on 

every lip was; “Wiiat of the German Social!

Democratic party?“ If the five million 
members of that party refused to support 
the government German imperialism was 
doomed. There were a few feeble protests; 
the protestants were thrown into prison 
and dragged from there to the trenches, 
and the Social Democratic minority in the 
Reichstag falled miserably to meet the test. 

Karl Liebknecht, an eminent German So- 
clalist, refused to support the government. 
He is now wearing felon's stripes; and most 
of his followers are prisoners in foreign 
countries or dead. Philip Scheidemann, an- 
other leading German Socialist, tore up his 
red flag, sang Deutschland Uber Alles” 
and is now high in the councils of the em- 
pire. In whatever country the issue has 
been raised, patriotism has gone forward 
and Socialism has gone back. This is as it 
should be. In the new democracy there will 
be no place for either Socialism or impe- 
rialism. Least of all will there be a place 
for them in America. Socialism came 
across in the steerage from Germany thirty 
ears ago. In the first Socialist gatherings 

this country the German language was 
spoken: yet the German Socialists were the 
first to renounce their ideals when they 
were put to the acid test. In a country

Cer- 
tginly it has not eliminated the ‘boss’ sys- 
tem. With their organizing ability they find 
the primary system even more pliable than 
the old convention system.” 

No State has suffered more from the evil 
effects of the direct primary than Califor. 
nia. In many instances it has driven an 
honest poor man out of State politics; it 
has dragged the ermine of the judiciary 
through the filth of the cheap grog shops 
and the impurities of the tenderloin; dur- 
ing the six years that it bas been in effect 
in California the cost of State government 
hasemore than doubled; it has pushed ex- 
travagance and waste to the point that 
California has one dt the worst State gov- 
ernments in the United States and the high- 
est per capita tax rate; it has placed a 
premium on political and char- 
lataniem. n must go. | 


GOLDMAN SOOUNDREIA. 
Caught like rats in a trap, Emma 
Goldman and her notorious anarchist con- 
sort, Alexander Berkman, are claiming the 
protection of that Constitution which they 
have flouted with so much contempt, to save 
them from a felon's cell. These disreputa- 
bles are under arrest in New York for trea- 
sonable utterances and for circulation of 
seditious literature, A police raid on their 
apartments disclosed that they were the 
instigators of a widespread plot on the part 
of anarchists and slackers to avoid military 
service. Both by word of mouth and in 
printed literature they advised all persons 
who believe in “universal liberty” not to 
respond to the Federal order for registra- 
tion. 

When their cases were called in the New 
York police courts they sought, through 
counsel, to secure their release by preing 
that, because they had not themselves de- 
clined to register, they had committed no 
crime. Admitting that they had urged oth- 
ers not to register, they claimed that this 
was only expressing an opinion and that it 
did not constitute a criminal offense. 


This plea recalls the defense made for 
the traitorous northern Congressman, Clem- 
ent Vallandingham, during the progress 
of the War of the Rebellion. Vallanding- 
ham was urging upon soldiers to desert and 
calling on his constituents from an Ohio 
district to ald the deserters in making their 
escape to Canada. Arrested and convicted 
of the crime of sedition, an appeal was 
made to President Lincoln for his release. 
The argument used was that Vallandingham 
had himself committed no crime; that his 
utterances should be regarded as privileged 
communications. 

To this appeal President Lincoln made 
the following historic reply: 

Long experience has shown that ar- 
mies cannot be maintained unless de- 
sertion shall be punished by the severe 
penalty of death. The case requires 
and the law and the Constitution sanc- 

tion this punishment, Must I shoot a 

simple-minded soldier boy who deserts, 

while I must not touch a hair of a wily 

@zitator who induces him to desert? 

> I think that in such a case to 

silence the agitator and save the boy is 

not only constitutional, but, withal, a 

great mercy. 

Certainly no more illustrious precedent 
than this could be asked for the punish- 
ment of the Goldman woman and her ac- 
complice for urging other weaker, but in- 
finitely less base, minds to evade the Fed- 
eral call for registration. This unsavory 
couple circulated tens of thousands of ap- 
peals to others not to register, assuring 
them the order was unconstitutional § If 
the ignorant foreigner who followed their 
instructions is to be imprisoned for a term 
of years, expatriation should be the penalty 
tor these archconspirators guilty alike of 
the crimes of treason and sedition. 


Emma Goldman is still indmiging in her 
anarchistic vaporings against the govern- 
ment and appears to be getting away with 
it She is a modern marvel in that she has 
so long succeeded in evading the mild rule 
of this country.

OF LIFE HERE. 
Oldest Public Utility has its 


Began When Town Centered 
Around Plaza. 


Has Spent Millions with the 
Local Merchants. 


The Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation is today celebrating the 
half-century anniversary of its or- 
ganization. 

Through the efforts of William H. 
Perry the company was incorporated 
and organized on June 28, 1867, with 
William H. Perry as president; John 
Goller, vice-president; George J. 
Clarke, secretary; Wallace Wood- 
worth, treasurer, and James Hagan, 
superintendent.” But thirty-three in- 
corporations preceded it in Los An-| 
Seles county, and it is the oldest 
public utility now operating in the 
county. 

On December 7, 1867, the works 
were completed and in running or- 
der. The works were locat on 
Main street, near the Plaza, around 
which the entire pueblo then cen- 
tered. It was thirteen years later 
before the 10,000 population mark 
was passed. 


FIRST GAS RATE. 

Gas was first furnished at $10 per 
1000 cubic feet, and this rate con- 
tinued until July 1, 1871, when a 
reduction was made to $7.50. The 
rate was again reduced, in 1876, to 


96 1 1000 cubic feet.

On October 1, 1889, W. B. Cline 
succeeded as president, with Wil- 
liam M. Van Dyke, 8. W. Garret- 
son, I. W. Hellman and L. C. Good- 
win as directors. The management 
has continued under the direction of 
Mr. Cline until the present time. 

At the time the present manage- 
ment assumed control, the corpora- 
tion, and the electric company since 
consolidated with it, had forty-four 
miles of gas mains, eighty-seven 
miles of overhead distributing wires 
and a plant value of $1,335,000. To- 
day it has 1391 miles of gas mains, 
2015 miles of overhead and under- 
ground distributing wires and a4 
plant value of $22,315,000. 

The importance of this corpora- 
tion in the business life of the com- 
munity may be partially measured 
by the following figures: In the 
last five years it has paid to Los 
Angeles merchants for equipment, 
materials and supplies the sum of 
$10,650,000; to its officers and em- 


ployees, as the sum of 
$6,000,000, and in taxes and 
$1,065,000.

AN NUYS GREAT 
POTATO SECTION. 


Including the Necessity for Keep- 
ing up Supply of Humus in the 
Cultivated Areas. 


Andy J. Young, the Orange coun- 


spuds on ome patch of ground near 
Huntington Park for twenty-three 
years and who is widely known for 
his ability to make two potatoes 
grow in soll that ordinarily yields 
but one, preached the gospel of 
“seed selection” and “soll feeding” 
yesterday to the agriculturists of 
the farming suburb of Van Nuys. 
His pulpit was the platform of the 
Van Nuys High School auditorium. 

The speaker had been well adver- 
tised by fifteen Van Nuys growers, 
who had motored down to Mr. 
Young’s fifteen-acre potato farm the 
Jay before and who had seen for 
themselves the wonderful crop pro- 
duced by him this year. 

Before the meeting Mr. Young 
was driven over much of the Van 
Nuys district and shown the accom- 
plishments of the potato growers. 
Never before, he declared, had he 
seen so much really first-class pota 
to land in a body as is to be found 
in and around the town of Van 
Nuys. He predicted that with the 
introduction of more ecientific meth- 
ods of cultivation the San Fernando 
Valley should easily take its place 
among the great potato-growing 
sections of the State. 

In his address to the suburban 
farmers Mr. Young laid emphasis 
upon the necessity for constantly 
keeping up the supply of humus in 
the soil as a condition in successful 
potato growing. He advised the 
regular annual planting and plow- 
ing under of “cover crops” to keep 
the soil enriched, and attributed his 
own success in potato production 
largely to this practice. e advised 
that the growers of the district 
choose some one or two heavy yield- 
ing and otherwise desirable kinds 
of potatoes as standards for the val- 
ley and that they follow the policy 
of systematically sorting out year 
after year for seed only the finest 
stock of each crop.
